United States or Britain. Slackening 
demand may be a factor in Britain 
as a result. of -the * government’s 
austerity. measures,—but North 
American demand seems likely ‘to 


hold up at least long enough to force 


severe wage dislocations on the . 


economy. } : 
Even more. important, however, 
in the long run, is the type of. bar- 
gaining structure employed by labor 
and management.. Where there are 
highly centralized unions and em- 
plovers’ groups, the ILO has found,

line with government policy and-re- 
lated to productivity and. other 
norms. On the other hand when
